THE INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


London Insurance Committee 


Three or four matters of some interest not calling for 
extended treatment in this column, which came before the 
London Insurance Committee at its last meeting, may 
be noted. 


1. Penalty for Excessive Prescribing.—A case in which 
the committee had recommended that a sum of £80 should 
be withheld from a practitioner’s remuneration for im- 
posing an excessive charge on insurance funds by reason 
of extravagant prescribing has been considered by the 
Minister, who has decided to reduce the penalty to £50. 


2. Specialist Services.—Nine cases in which insurance 
practitioners claimed that they had rendered specialist 
services to insured persons on their lists, and that they 
were qualified to provide such specialist services, were 
approved. Seven cases were connected with eye service ; 
the other two were dissection of tonsils and piecemeal 
extirpation of tonsils by diathermy respectively. 


3. Hypodermic Syringes.—The committee con- 


sidered whether representations should be made that hypo-. 


dermic syringes and needles should be made available as 
part of medical benefit for self-administration of prepara- 
tions other than insulin. A communication had been 
received from the Local Medical and Panel Committee 
stating that the question had been considered by the 
Insurance Acts Committee. In view of the opinion of 
the latter body the Insurance Committee decided that 
no further action should be taken in the matter. 


4. A Serious Breach of Contract.—In a case reported 
by the Medical Service Subcommittee a practitioner had 
continued, since 1926, to conduct insurance practice at a 
branch surgery, notwithstanding that he had been  in- 
formed that the premises were unsuitable and _ had 
promised the committee that he would discontinue insur- 
ance practice there. The practitioner was severely 
censured, and the Minister is to be asked to withhold 


the sum of £50, with a view to the deduction of a corre- 
sponding amount from the practitioner’s remuneration. 

The report contained the following severe comment: 

We considered the question whether, for so seriously mis- 
leading the committee and for continuing the practice under 
disreputable conditions, we ought not to ask the committee 
to make a representation to the Minister of Health that the 
practitioner’s continuance on the medical list would be 
prejudicial to the efficiency of the service, but we retrained 
from that course mainly in view of the very strong piea 
made by the practitioner that he had no intention of mis- 
leading the committee. 


Glasgow Insurance Committee 


From the minutes of a recent meeting of the Glasgow 
Insurance Committee we extract one or two matters of 
interest relating to drugs and appliances. 

1. Marmite.-—There was submitted a letter from the 
Department of Health stating that, at the request of 
the Insurance Acts Subcommittee (Scotland) of the British 
Medical Association, the Department had asked the Drugs 
Advisory Committee to advise it on the question of 
whether or not marmite should be regarded as a drug 
for the purposes of medical benefit, and enclosing for the 
information of the committee a copy of the report by the 
Drugs Advisory Committee. The decision arrived at by 
the Advisory Committee is that for the purpose of medical 
benefit marmite should not be regarded as a drug. Ina 
note to the report the committee states that ‘‘ in con- 
sidering the haemopoietic properties of marmite, and their 
relation to the treatment of pernicious anaemia, we are 
of opinion that at the moment the superiority of liver 
extracts, both as regards therapeutic efficiency and com- 
parative cost, remains unchallenged.”’ 

2. Bandages.—On the subject of the proposed inclusion 
of elastoplast or viscopaste bandages in the list of pre- 
scribed appliances which may be ordered for insured 
persons, there was submitted a letter from Dr. A., to 
whom the Panel Committee had remitted the matter, 
enclosing four letters from insurance practitioners giving 
their experiences of the use of proprietary and non-pro- 
prietary elastic adhesive and zinc paste bandages. The 
subcommittee also had before it letters previously received 
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from Dr. A. and Dr. B. It was pointed out that in 
certain cases the B.P. clastic adhesive or zine paste 
bandages were unsuitable for the proper treatment of the 
patient, and under present arrangements the practitioner 
was not allowed to order an alternative type of bandage. 
The subcommittee recommended the Insurance Committee 
to urge upon the Department of Health the desirability 
of allowing practitioners to order an alternative type of 
bandage to the non-proprietary elastic adhesive and zinc 
paste bandages in cases where the practitioner was satis- 
fied that the proprietary type of bandage would be more 
suitable for the proper treatment of the patient. 

3. Splints.—The clerk submitted a copy of a letter from 
the Department of Health to the secretary of the Scottish 
Association of Insurance Committees regarding the order- 
ing of splints. In the list of appliances which may be 
provided for insured persons under the provisions of the 
English Medical Benefit Regulations there appears ‘‘ spinal 
jackets when required for treatment of fractures, disloca- 
tions, or diseases of the spine.’’ The Department of 
Health is advised, however, that when a spinal jacket is 
used in the circumstances stated it may be regarded as 
a ‘“‘ splint’ within the meaning of the Scottish Medical 
Benefit’ Regulations, and, accordingly, although spinal 
jackets as referred to above are included in the English 
list, there would not appear to be any difference of 
practice between the two countries. 

The Department also states: 

“Tt has, of course, to be kept in view in dealing with 
particular cases requiring consideration that the splints and 
other appliances prescribed in the Medical Benefit Regulations 
are available to insured persons only when they are prescribed 
by their insurance practitioners in the course of treatment 
being given under the practitioner's Terms of Service. In 
some cases the Department has had to express the opinion 
that a particular appliance was not available under medical 
benefit because the foregoing conditien was not satisfied. 
For example, an appliance may have been required not in 
the course of medical treatment but for aesthetic purposes, 
or by way of a mechanical aid after any treatment had ceased ; 
or the appliance may have been required for the purpose of 
treatment which the insured person was receiving, not from 
his insurance practitioner, but from a specialist not under 
contract with the Insurance Committee.”’ 


A Serious Case of Neglect 


At the March meeting of the Glasgow Insurance Com- 
mittee a report was submitted from the Medical Service 
Subcommittee that, having heard evidence on oath in a 
complaint made against an insurance practitioner, where 
the patient had died a few days after admission to hos- 
pital, the subcommittee found that there had been a grave 
breach of the Terms of Service by the refusal of the 
practitioner to visit a patient. 

In the course of the practitioner’s statement before the 
subcommittee he said that knowing the parents would not 
send the patient to hospital and that he could not really 
help her at home by giving her the things she needed— 
namely, oxygen inhalations, etc.—he told the gentleman 
who telephoned that it was no use for him to attend there 
and then as he could not possibly do more than he had 
already done. He could not precisely state why he did not 
go on the Thursday morning. He felt that as the parents 
had refused hospital treatment it raised an uncomfortable 
position between himself and the patient. He thought 
the patient might be suffering from: tuberculosis, and he 
wanted a thorough clinical examination in hospital. 
When he visited the house at 11 a.m, on Thursday he 
found that another doctor had been called in and the 
patient had been removed to hospital. 

The conclusion to the subcommittee’s report is as 
follows: ‘‘ The subcommittee, viewing with grave concern 
the callous breach of the Terms of Service for insurance 
practitioners by Dr. A., recommends that, owing to the 
failure of Dr. A. to comply with the Terms of Service, 
representations be made to the Department of Health 
for Scotland that the conditions of the payment of moneys 
to the committee for defraying the cost of medical benefit 
have not been fulfilled, and that a deduction of £100 
be made under this head and charged against Dr. A. for 
such failure.”’

Motion by NortH GLAMORGAN AND BRECKNOCK: That 
(with reference to para. 55 of Annual Report of Council) 
attention be drawn to the great expense of the British 
Medical Journai, and in particular of the Editorial Staff, 


ANTI-CHEMICAL WARFARE 


Motion by NortH GLAMORGAN AND BRECKNOCK: That 
(with reference to para, 69 of Annual Report of Council) 
the Representative Body is of opinion that any protective 
measures for the general population against chemical 
warfare can only be very imperfect and_ inadequate. 
Inasmuch as chemical wartare will cause untold suffering 
and impairment of health physically and mentally. 
together with destruction of life, it should be proclaimed 
illegal. In the interests of humanity and in order to save 
civilization from utter destruction the British Medical 
Association should take the initiative, with a view ‘to 
securing the co-operation of the medical profession of all 
countries in order to prevent and to establish the pro- 
hibition of the manufacture of poison gas. 


TREATMENT UPON CONTRACT TERMS OF PERSONS WITH 
INcoMES ABOVE £250 PER ANNUM 


Motion by Councit (para. 74 of Annual Report of 
Council): That Minute 109 of the A.R.M., 1920, be 
amended (a) by the deletion of the words “‘ at all” in 
subparagraph 1 (c), and (b) by the substitution of the 
following for paragraph 2 of that Minute: 


2. That the Representative Body realizes that the 
circumstances of some areas justify a modification of the 
above conditions, and in such circumstances the approval 
of the Council may be given provisionally to a scheme 
involving other payments, or different income limits, 
when the local profession can show that the citcum- 
stances in the area demand it. 


Amendment by WaNpswortH: That Minute 109 of the 
A.R.M., 1920, be amended as follows: 
(a) By the substitution of the following for para. I 
of that Minute: 

“1. That a scheme for the treatment of uninsured 
persons upon contract terms must conform im essen- 
tials to the Association's Model Scheme for Public 
Medical Services before it can be approved by the 
Council ’’ ; 

(b) By the omission in para. 2 of the words ,. the 
above terms,’’ and the substitution therefor of the 


standard of remuneration laid down in the Model 
Scheme ”’ ; 
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(c) By the addition of the following new para. 4: 

“4 That the approval of the Council may be given 

rovisionally to a scheme providing for the treatment 
of persons whose income is over £250 per annum 
where the local profession has satisfied itself in the 
approved manner that such a scheme is locally 
desirable.”’ 

(Minute 109 of the A.R.M., 1920, reads as follows: 

Min. 109.—Resolved: That the Representative Body 
adopt the following principles as essential to the formation 
of any scheme for the provision of medical attendance 
and treatment of uninsured persons: 

1. That, in general, in considering the necessity for 
obtaining the approval of the Council for schemes for the 
treatment of uninsured persons upon contract terms, the 
following principles and conditions must be adhered to: 

(a) Free choice of doctor by patient and of patient 
by doctor ; 

(b) Remuneration to be not less than that which is 
deemed by the Council to be equivalent to that paid 
in respect of insured persons ; 

(c) Persons with a total income from all sources of 
£250 per annum or upwards, or the dependants of any 
such person, not to be treated under contract terms 
at ail. 

2. That the Representative Body realizes that the con- 
ditions in certain areas will not allow of the above terms 
being obtained, and that in these circumstances the 
approval of the Council may be given provisionally to 
a scheme involving a less payment when the local pro- 
fession can show that the economic conditions in the 
area demand i€. 

3. That one of the conditions necessary for the approval 
of schemes containing lower rates of payment shall be 
the inclusion amongst the rules, in a prominent position, 
of a statement that approval by the Association has been 
given to the rates only because of special economic 
conditions.) 


Motion by WanpswortH: That the Council be in- 
structed to revise its Model Scheme for Public Medical 
Services so as to provide, in such areas as desire it, for 
the inclusion of subscribers whose income exceeds £250 
per annum. 


WorRKMEN’S COMPENSATION AND ACCIDENT CASES 


Motion by NortH GLAMORGAN AND BrReEcKNOCK: That 
(with reference to para. 87 of Annual Report of Council) 
the Representative Body instruct the Council to inform 
all insurance companies that the fee approved by Minute 
83 of the A.R.M. 1935 for examination and report on 
accident and compensation cases is £1 Is.

For the medical care of infants ; for the ante-natal 


or post-natal care of pregnant women ; for the medical 


inspection of school children ; for the treatment of minor 


ailments ; for diphtheria immunization. 


Remuneration at the rate of £1 11s. 6d. per session of 
not more than two hours. 


(2) Consultant and Specialist Work at Hospitals or 
Clinics 
For consultant and specialist work at hospitals or 
clinics (including the administration of anaesthetics, 
treatment of venereal disease, and x-ray examination and 
treatment), remuneration on the following scale:

(a) Where the method of payment is by salary then: 
Not less than

Where not more than 1 regular attend- 
ance or session per week is required of 


not more than 2 hours’ duration 125 p.a. 
Where 2 regular attendances or sessions 

per week are required A ...

should bear suitable relation to the ordinary fees of 
the area for the service given, and should be arranged 
after consultation with the local profession. 


Mileage 
(d) In every case an augmentation of salary or a 
suitable payment for mileage should be arranged, ex- 
cept when the practitioner’s residence or consulting 
room is within two miles of the institution where the 
attendance or services are rendered. 


Holidays 
(e) Consultants employed at an annual salary should 
be allowed a reasonable annual holiday for which 
period of absence from duty locumtenents should be 
provided at the expense of the local authority. 


(3) Examination and Certification of the Blind 


For examination and certification of the blind, 
remuneration should be not less than £3 3s. for a session 


of two hours. 
(4) Ophthalmic Work 


For ophthalmic work involving refractions, 10s. 6d. per 
case, or £2 12s. 6d. per session of not more than two 
hours, provided there is limitation, to be agreed locally, 
of the average number of new cases to be seen in each 
session. 


(5) Adenoid and Tonsil Operations 
For adenoid and tonsil operations involving a general 
anaesthetic, a total fee for the two practitioners con- 
cerned of £1 Ils. 6d. per case for less than four cases ; 
or £5 5s. per session at which the average number of 
cases per session to be dealt with is agreed locally, such 
agreed number to be not more than eight. 
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B. REMUNERATION ON A PAYMENT PER CASE Basis 
(6) Ante-Natal and Post-Natal Examinations 
Ante-natal or post-natal examinations : 


5s. for each ante-natal or post-natal examination. 
5s. per case for a report to the local authority, if 
requested by the local authority. 


(7) X-Ray Treatment of Ringworm 
A-ray treatment of ringworm: £3 3s. per completed 
case where the practitioner provides his own apparatus, 
or £2 2s. where the apparatus is provided by the local 
authority. 


(8) Blind Persons Act 


Blind Persons Act: for medical certificates of blindness 
for any of the following purposes not less than 1 guinea:

Believing that 
the medical profession should not be involved in financial 
negotiations with provident associations it is suggested 
that such schemes should be in the form of a contract 
between patient and insurance company only. The aim 
of this resolution is to organize and develop a scheme 
for persons of the middle and professional classes on a 
mutual insurance basis, and, in return for a definite 
premium, to offer financial assistance in respect of (a) the 
cost of institutional accommodation in_ private beds 
attached to voluntary or council hospitals or in beds in 
nursing homes, the cost of all nursing, use of operation 
theatre, x-ray plant, laboratory and other ordinary insti- 
tutional equipment ; and (b) the cost of general practi- 
tioner and associated professional services. In view of 
the urgency of the matter steps be taken to implement 
this resolution forthwith. 


PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS 


Motion by NortH GLAMORGAN AND BRECKNOCK: That 
(with reference to para. 155 of Annual Report of Council) 
the Medical Representation in Parliament Fund be dis- 
continued. 

Mepicat Aspects OF ABORTION

Motion by NortH GLAMORGAN AND BRECKNOCK: That 
representation be made to the Government, either direct 
or through the Post Office, to prohibit advertisements of 
contraceptives being sent through the post under cover 
of a halfpenny stamp. 


DANGEROUS DRUGS ACTS: WITHDRAWAL OF 
AUTHORITY 
The Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
Eric Leonard Dobson, M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., of London, the 
authority granted by the Regulations made under the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified medical practi- 
tioners to be in possession of, and to supply, raw opium, coca 
leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and preparations to 
which Part ILI of the Act applies, and has also directed that it 
shall not be lawful for Dr. Dobson to give prescriptions for the 
purposes of the Dangerous Drugs (Consolidation) Regulations, 
i928. Any person supplying Dr. Dobson with raw opium, coca 
leaves, or Indian hemp, or any of the drugs or preparations to 
which Part IIL of the Act applies, or any person supplying the 
drugs on a prescription signed by Dr. Dobson will be com 
mitting an offence against the Acts.

At a meeting of the Sudan Branch, held at the Kitchener 
Schoof of Medicine on March 9th, with the president, Dr. 
E. D. Pripre, in the chair, Dr. D. R. Macponatp read a 

per on ‘Female Circumcision in’ the Sudan.’’ Dr, 
Macdonald described the different forms of mutilation and the 
historical aspects of the subject, and discussed the distribu- 
tion of the practice in the Sudan. He related in detail the 
factors contributing to its popularity and the measures being 
taken to counteract its spread and to mitigate suffering. Dr. 
Macdonald concluded by expressing the opinion that educa- 
tion, in particular the education of girls, and the substi- 
tution of traincd and educated midwives for the untrained 
village ‘‘ wise-women ’’ would have far-reaching effects in 
the near future. Mr. F. S. Mayne opened the discussion by 
describing the surgical sequelae, which, despite the universality 
of the practice, were surprisingly scarce. Miss M. E. Wo.¥rr 
referred to the mental shock of the operation, and to the dread 
with which many women regarded the prospect of a confine- 
ment. The PReEsIDENT said that although many of the 
enlightened Sudanese were averse to the practice in theory, 
the custom was so deep-rooted that they were most reluctant 
to take steps to stop it even in their own families. The 
meeting closed with a vote of thanks to Dr. Macdonald.

At a clinical meeting of the United Provinces Branch, held 
at Lucknow on February 22nd, with Captain K. S. Nicam 
in the chair, Dr. Banarsi Das gave an interesting and instruc- 
tive lecture on ‘‘Some Misconceptions about Mental Diseases.”’ 
After referring to some lay misconceptions he discussed some of 
the erroneous ideas of medical men on causation, pathology, 
and treatment. Dr. Das described the changes which were 
gradually taking place in the treatment of mental disease, and 
how the old gaol atmosphere was being replaced by a calmer, 
quieter, and more pleasant one in hospitals. Dr. Das, who 
is the superintendent of the Mental Hospital, Agra, was 
thanked at the close of the meeting by Captain NiGam and 
Colonel H. Storr for making such a long journey to deliver 
the address, and for his excellent lecture. ; 

Captain Nigam showed a case of urethral stone with 
secondary hydronephrosis. The chief interest of the case lay 
in the fact that descending pyelography, which showed 
Imegular shadows in the region of the pelvis, was helpful in 
deciding that the kidney was, functioning, and thus permitting
